erately large university from scratch? About 
Why raise the issue at all? 
1, Because educators predict that the nation’s college 


population may be doubled by 1960. And expansion pro- 


grams of existing schools are ample sign of the need right | 


now for much more space. ‘ 

“2. Because educators get a surprisingly large number 
of inquiries from people who would like to find the backing 
they need to organize a college. 

This example concerns a moderately large school—one 
with potential enrollment of about 5,000—because an insti- 
tution of that size would take a healthy bite out of the 
backlog of college-bound students. 

Furthermore, some educational authorities suggest that 


smaller schools may have increasingly tough sledding in the | 


new era of science and engineering ushered in by atomic 
energy discoveries. 
They expect the time may come when only the’ larger 


schools can afford the equipment, and other facilities for | 


the technical training more and more students will be de- 
manding. 

But, why $30,000,000 for an adequate university? 

About 185 square feet of floor space per student is ac- 
capted as adequate. Then 5,000 students would need 925,000 
square feet of “educational” space :classrooms, library, labor- 
atories, gymnasium, auditorium and auxiliary structures. 

Government engineers say it would take about $16,650,000 
to provide it at today’s costs. 

Allowing 100 square feet of living space for each stu- 
dent to be housed, as suggested by the office of education, 
the bill goes up another $4,000,000, 

Federal education officials estimate that land, equipment 
and other beginning essentials would add an extra $6,883,000 
to the total. These items would come to gbout one-fourth of 
the overall figure. ; 

There you have $27,533,000—just for the physical plant to 
start a university. 

Roughly: $2,500,000 is allowed .for all other initial ex- 
penses including promotion and scouting for teachers. (There 
would probably have to be some “raiding” among established 
schools and industrial laboratories.) 


Now the new university could open its doors. If it could 


meet operating expenses of perhaps $7,500,000 a year, it | 


could keep them open.
